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A HEATED meeting between 
charity bosses and residents 
ended on a hostile note when 
it was cut short by 25 minutes. 

Around 100 angry residents grilled 
members of Expectations UK at Sum- 
merhill Community Centre in Cose- 
ley over plans to build a 65-bed hostel 
for men. 

Tempers flared as crowds fired questions at 
Expectations UK’s chairman of trustees Marc 
Blanchette over major refurbishment proposals 
for New Bridge House in Bayer Street. 

Proposals would see the former care home 
site transformed into a 65-bedroom hostel for 
men over the age of 25 - excluding those with 
arson convictions or offences of a serious sexual 
nature. 

Mr Blanchette addressed residents gathered 
both inside and outside the venue on the appli¬ 
cation submitted to Dudley Council. Questions 
and concerns were raised over the type of res¬ 
idents the hostel would accommodate and the 
location of the site. 

Mr Blanchette stressed the charity had a ‘rig¬ 
orous’ process in place to vet those they allowed 
into the hostel. 

Doorstep 

He said: “We have a rigorous assessment pro¬ 
cess. We do not take sex offenders or arsonists.” 

A resident and member of the nearby 1st 
Coseley Scouts team, said: “We have been here 
for over 100 years, we are going to be opposite 
where you are. We have about 80 kids, volun¬ 
teers, I don’t want this place opposite to where 
we are operating.” 

Another resident said: “We do not want this 
on our doorstep.” 

But the meeting came to an abrupt finish 
after Mr Blanchette announced he would be 
taking no more questions 25 minutes ahead of 
the 7.30pm finish. 

Angry residents crowded around him to ask 
further questions and commotion spilled out 
onto the streets when the Expectations UK 
team were followed outside. Crowds circled the 
cars of those representing the charity and de¬ 
manded answers. 

Around 2,000 people are said to have already 
signed a petition against the proposals, with 
residents able to submit their objection to Dud¬ 
ley Council until Monday. 

Coseley East councillor Susan Ridney said: 
“I wanted to hear what people had got to say. 

“There was a lot of hysteria, but there were 
also quite serious questions that deserve an an¬ 
swer and he did not give it.”

Troubled firm G4S 
faces battle to keep 
control of prisons 

UNDER-FIRE security firm G4S faces a 
battle to hang on to its other prisons after 
losing control of the troubled HMP Birming¬ 
ham. 

The Winson Green jail has been taken 
into government control after a damning 
inspection. 

Now, MP Emma Reynolds is question¬ 
ing whether HMP Oakwood, near Wolver¬ 
hampton, which houses more than 2,000 
inmates, should also be taken back by the 
Ministry of Justice. 

G4S was stripped of control ofHMP 
Birmingham following rising violence and 
widespread drug abuse. Prisons minis¬ 
ter Rory Stewart said ‘drastic action’ was 
needed to rescue HMP Birmingham. 

Warley MP John Spellar said: “It is ab¬ 
solutely the right decision. Clearly there 
has been a serious failure in senior man¬ 
agement.” 

The Government has taken over HMP 
Birmingham for at least six months and 
said it would only hand back control when 
it was confident G4S was capable of run¬ 
ning it. 

But Labour MP for Wolverhampton North 
East, Emma Reynolds said: “We have to 
question G4S’ capability to manage their 
prisons, including Oakwood.” 

The contractor insists it will be business 
as usual at the Featherstone jail and the 
loss of HMP Birmingham would have no 
impact.

THE Ministry of Justice has been 
accused of failing to stop the 
G4S-run HMP Birmingham ‘slip¬ 
ping into crisis’. 

Chief Inspector of Prisons Peter 
Clarke said ‘somebody must have been 
asleep at the wheel’ after publishing a 
damning report on the prison. 

He said conditions had deteriorated dra¬ 
matically and the HM Prison and Proba¬ 
tion Service had now taken control from 
G4S. His report, from an inspection at the 
start of this month, uncovered an ‘appall¬ 
ing’ squalor and high levels of violence. 

He said since the last inspection 18 
months ago standards had dropped and 
called-for improvements had not been 
made. “The inertia that seems to have 
gripped both those monitoring the contract 
and delivering it on the ground has led to 
one of Britain’s leading jails slipping into a 
state of crisis,” he said. 

Decency 

Mr Clarke added: “It cannot be the case 
that the only time urgent action is taken to 
restore decency in a prison is when an in¬ 
spection report is published. Surely some¬ 
body must have been asleep at the wheel.” 

Prisons Minister Rory Stewart said: 
“What we have seen at Birmingham is 
unacceptable and it has become clear that 
drastic action is required to bring about the 
improvements we require.” 

HM Prison and Probation Service has 
taken over its running for an initial six- 
month period, a move welcomed by G4S, 
which had run the jail since 2011. 

A new governor has taken charge and an 
initial 30 extra officers are to be deployed. 
The jail’s capacity is being reduced by 300. 
At the end of July it had a 1,269 population. 

The report said staff had become ‘worn 
down’ by chronic staffing shortages and 
had ‘gradually relinquished authority’ to 
the prisoners. 

Police & Crime Commissioner David 
Jamieson, said: “For too longit has been over¬ 
crowded and not operating as it should.”

AN MP whose father was a former 
Mayor of Dudley has been dropped as 
a patron of the YMCA. 

Andrew Griffiths was a patron of 
the charity but has been told his ac¬ 
tions are incompatible with the organ¬ 
isation. He is said to have bombarded 
a 28-year-old barmaid and her friend 
with lewd comments over social media 
during a three-week period. 

The one-time High Areal school¬ 
boy sent 2,000 messages in which he 
referred to himself as ‘Daddy’, sug¬ 
gested renting a flat so they could 
meet for sex and asked them to send 
him explicit photos, according to re¬ 
ports in a national newspaper. 

The 48-year-old married father, 
whose wife Kate gave birth to daugh¬ 
ter Alice Harriett in April, resigned as 
minister for small business following 
the revelations. 

In a statement, the MP for Bur¬ 
ton upon Trent, and a former Chief 
of Staff to Theresa May, said he was 
‘deeply ashamed’. He was brought up 
in Coseley and his late father Bob was 
a Dudley councillor for three decades 
and served as mayor. 

A spokesman for YMCA England & 
Wales said: “Whilst YMCA acknowl¬ 
edges the support Mr Griffiths has 
given YMCA during his time as MP, 
the nature of the recent revelations 
does not fit with the values of YMCA 
and the work that we do with young 
people”.

“This project from Novus will en¬ 
sure we can really increase the scope 
of the help and support we can offer to 
those who need it most.” 

The refurbishment comes as part

Plan¬ 
ning agents Cushman and Wakefield said the 
work would be ‘managed to limit the impact 
on neighbours’. 

Wordsley councillor Matt Rogers said he was 
pleased the development was finally moving 
forward but that he hoped concerns over an 
increase in traffic would be addressed. 

He said: “I have expressed concerns about 
traffic.” 

He added: “We have had antisocial behaviour 
in the area and it will be good to have some new 
life in the site.” 

Documents submitted with the plans said: 
“The outline permission for residential redevel¬ 
opment will support housing growth and the 
effective use of previously developed brownfield 
land. 

“The site is previously developed land and 
has been vacant for a number of years.”

Around five times more vehicles, 
mainly luxury models are sold at 
auction as fixable write-offs rather 
than vehicles to be scrapped for spare 
parts. It’s suspected this is inspiring 
criminal gangs to steal cars to order 
for spares. The vehicles are broken 
down at ‘chop shops’. 

Fall in identity 
fraud numbers 

IDENTITY fraud has fallen for the 
first time since 2014 but remains high 
with more personal information avail¬ 
able online, according to a report. 

Fraud prevention body Cifas re¬ 
corded a five per cent drop in identity 
fraud in the first half of this year com¬ 
pared to the same time last year, fall¬ 
ing from 89,199 to 84,463. 

There was a 12pc cent fall in the vol¬ 
ume of bank accounts being targeted 
and a 34pc drop in attempts to obtain 
mobile phone contracts. 

But there was a 12pc rise in fraud¬ 
sters after plastic card accounts, while 
identity fraud against online retail ac¬ 
counts was up 24pc. 

BBC won't appeal 
the Sir Cliff case 

THE BBC has said appealing after 
losing the High Court case brought by 
Sir Cliff Richard over its coverage of 
a police raid on his home ‘would in¬ 
evitably mean an expensive legal cul 
de sac and one that would simply pro¬ 
long Sir Cliffs distress’. 

It said: “Instead the BBC is writing 
to ask the Government to consider a 
review of the law in this important 
area to protect the right to properly 
and fairly report criminal investiga¬ 
tions, and name the person.” 

TUC hits out over 
rail fare increases 

THE Trades Union Congress has hit 
out at rail fare increases and called 
again for services to return to public 
ownership. 

TUC analysis found that some an¬ 
nual season tickets will go up by up 
to £163 a year in the latest round of 
increases.. 

General Secretary Frances O’Grady 
said: “This is an insult to hard-pressed 
commuters.

A FORMER offender who spent four- 
and-a-half years in prison is set to 
launch a community centre to stop 
troubled youths following in his foot¬ 
steps.

“Before I knew it I had a 10-year 
jail sentence and I was in for differ¬ 
ent things. I was in for four years and 
seven months, but that’s in the past 
now.” 

Mr Cooper said his mission was to 
stop children from following in his 
footsteps by hosting talks at the cen¬ 
tre on Vale Street. It is due to open in 
September. 

He said: “I want to help the kids get 
in the right direction.” 


Record numbers 
are now in work 

THE number in work in the West 
Midlands hit a record high of 2.79 mil¬ 
lion in the three months to June, but 
numbers claiming unemployment-re¬ 
lated benefits has surged. 

Figures show there were 133,000 
unemployed in the West Midlands - 
a rate of 4.5 per cent of the working 
population - for April to June, down 
6,000 on the previous quarter and a 
fall of 31,000 on the year. 

The claimant count, which includes 
Jobseeker’s Allowance and the un¬ 
employment element of Universal 
Credit, increased by 6,200 last month 
to 906,100, almost 108,000 more than 
a year ago. 

In Dudley it was up by 85 to 7,430, 
some 3.8 per cent of the working pop¬ 
ulation.

An 
outline application has been lodged 
with Dudley Council. It includes six 
apartments, two town houses and 
three terrace houses. 


Objections to waste depot development

RESIDENTS have objected to plans 
to demolish buildings at a council 
waste depot and replace with a new 
office block and car parks. 

The plans for Dudley Council’s Lis¬ 
ter Road depot also include a gritter 
storage canopy, vehicle spray booth 
and vehicle storage unit. The depot, 
which dates back to 1938, houses the 
council’s waste services staff, gritting 
trucks and pothole teams. 

Objectors say the plans - which in¬ 
clude expanding car parking on pub¬ 
lic open space - will increase traffic, 
noise and pollution. One resident 


said: “We live right opposite to the 
planned entrance to the car park - 
this would have a detrimental effect 
to our property with increased traffic 
and the noise it brings.” 

Another said: “A development of 
this size and scale would have a very 
damaging effect. There is no consider¬ 
ation to residents to all the extra traf¬ 
fic, pollution, loss of green space, loss 
of privacy and property value.” 

Another said it was vital that res¬ 
idents in Lister Road and the sur¬ 
rounding area did not lose any green 
space. St Thomas’s ward Councillor 


Shaukat Ali has also objected. He 
said: “The accumulative impact of 
this on the residents who live in the 
area appears to have been ignored.” 

A design and access statement sub¬ 
mitted with the application states: 
“The Lister Road Depot has signif¬ 
icant underlying major investment 
needs, which are estimated to be in 
excess of £900,000. The site has seri¬ 
ous structural defects and dilapidated 
‘temporary’ buildings. A number of 
buildings areuneconomical to repair 
and require demolition and replace¬ 
ment.”

COUNCILS in the Black Country 
have said they will continue to use a 
weedkiller after an American court 
ruled that it ‘causes cancer.’ 

Dudley and Sandwell local authorities 
have both said they will still use glypho- 
sate, despite fears it could be harmful. 

Concerns over the chemical hit the headlines 
after a Californian man received £226 million 
in damages from Monsanto, who use it in their 
best-selling product, Round Up. 

The company has denied it causes cancer and 
said it will appeal against the ruling. 

Both councils said they used the chemical in 
its parks and green spaces. 

Dudley Council has said it also uses the 
product on highway verges and it relies on ad¬ 
vice from government agencies when choosing 
chemicals. 

Councillor Karen Shakespeare, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for environmental services, said: “We know 
that maintaining our green spaces and keeping 
our roads and pavements clear of weeds and 
obstructions is important to our residents. 

Monitor 

“As part of our weed control programme, 
when required, we do use products that con¬ 
tain glyphosate, a product that is approved for 
use in the UK & EIJ. However, we will continue 
to monitor the situation and review any advice 
issued by the HSE and or the Government, and 
will act accordingly.” 

Sandwell Councillor Bill Gavan said: “We 
only use very small amounts of products con¬ 
taining glyphosate in our parks and green 
spaces. No guidance has been issued in the UK 
regarding any change in how they are used. 

“Weedkillers are used strictly in line with the 
manufacturer’s safety information and Control 
of Substances Hazardous to Health (COSHH) 
assessments. Staff who use these products are 
issued with personal protective equipment and 
have received training on their safe use. 

“We have no current plans to stop using 
them - we will of course comply with any guid¬ 
ance given by the Health and Safety Executive, 
Environment Agency and DEFRA regarding 
their use.”

Unexpected 
saviour 
brings hope 
to Beatties 

WHEN questioned about allegations of 
Dickensian working conditions at his 
Sports Direct warehouse, Mike Ashley 
famously told MPs “I’m not Father Christ¬ 
mas. That came shortly after he had told 
them “you can’t house train me.” 

Given that, many will understandably 
be sceptical that he is being touted as 
the knight in shining armour running to 
the rescue of Beatties. 

But still, any port in a storm, and after 
spending £90 million buying the House 
of Fraser chain out of administration, Mr 
Ashley is at least making the right noises 
about keeping 80 per cent of its stores 
open, and turning it into the ‘Harrods of 
the high street’. 

Many will wonder why Mr Ashley has 
chosen to invest in such a risky venture at 
a time when people are said to be desert¬ 
ing the high street in droves. I suspect the 
purchase is far less about making money, 
and more about boosting his reputation. 
Saving a venerable department store 
chain with a rich history will give him a 
standing in the business world that no 
amount of discount sports wear ever will. 

If this is the case, there is cause for 
hope. We all know Mike Ashley is not the 
sentimental type, but if he is looking at 
a bigger picture then that can only be a 
good thing. 

As for turning House of Fraser into the 
Harrods of the high street, well I guess 
the proof will be in the pudding. If the 
new autumn collection consists of shell 
suits and Reeboks, I suspect some will 
consider it only a partial success.

Homes plans backed 


DOZENS of new homes will 
be built in Tipton despite 
concerns about the building 
project and more traffic. 

Sandwell councillors have for¬ 
mally approved the plans for 61 
houses to be constructed on par¬ 
cels of land in Princes End. 

Nearby residents objected, saying 
they believe the development will im¬ 
pact on their quality of life. But the 


plans were moved without further 
public discussion when it came before 
the full council. 

Sandwell Council’s planning com¬ 
mittee had already backed the scheme 
earlier in the year. In total, 63 homes 
will be built on council-owned sites 
bordered by Strathmore Road, Kings¬ 
bury Road, Sandgate Road, Ridgeway 
Road and Henn Street. 

Ron Roberts, aged 50, who lives 
off Arthur Road, whose mother lives 


nearby, helped organise a minibus tak¬ 
ing a group of residents to attend the 
full council meeting. 

“There will be disruption,” he said. 
“There will be traffic coming up and 
down these roads. We were disap¬ 
pointed not to be able to discuss at the 
meeting.” 

The homes are part of Sandwell 
Council’s aim to create hundreds of 
new homes in the borough over the 
next three years.

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Mother's sorrow over 
losing 'beautiful* Elite

THE mother of a ‘sassy, lov¬ 
ing’ young woman has spo¬ 
ken of the profound effect on 
the family of her death after 
being thrown from the bon¬ 
net of a moving car. 

Dawn Underhill’s moving per¬ 
sonal statement was read to the 
court before 19-year-old Luke 
Hickman, who had been at the 
wheel of the Corsa, was locked up 
for causing her death. 

Three others were sentenced for 
their part in what Judge Paul Glenn 
called ‘a cover-up’ following the 
‘prank’ that ended in tragedy on the 
Tesco Extra car park in Dudley. 

Eleanor Underhill, aged 20, died 
from catastrophic head injuries in Jan¬ 
uary last year, eight days after she fell. 
Her mother said: “Ellie grew up into a 
beautiful young woman who was not 
only our daughter but our best friend. 

Zest 

“Her sense of fun, her laughter and 
her zest for life were infectious. She 
had a knack for making you smile. 

“Whilst Ellie was very straight-talk¬ 
ing, stubborn and sassy, she was also 
kind, loving and caring.” 

Mrs Underhill described how 2017 
had been going to be a special year for 
the family. She and husband Shaun 
were marking their 30th wedding an¬ 
niversary and Ellie should have been 
celebrating her 21st birthday. 

The pharmacy assistant’s health 
suffered and she had to take time off. 
Her husband endured sleepless nights 
and Elbe’s brothers Luke and Ryan 
had also suffered badly. 

The defendants were rebuked by the 
judge for not taking Ellie to hospital 
for over an hour and then not inform¬ 
ing her family for several more hours 


while they concocted lies about the cir¬ 
cumstances surrounding her injuries. 

Hickman, of Wassell Road, 
Wollescote, Stourbridge, admitted 
causing death by dangerous driving 
and dangerous driving. He was sen¬ 
tenced to seven years and 10 months 
in a young offender’s institution. 
Elly Phillips, 19, of Seymour Road, 
Wollescote; Ross Bingham, 21, of Hag- 


ley Road, Edgbaston admitted conspir¬ 
acy to pervert the course of justice. 
Phillips was sentenced to six months 
in a young offender’s institution and 
Bingham to four months. Hana Ed¬ 
wards, 19, of Grove Road, Wollescote, 
was given an 18-month community 
order and 150 hours of unpaid work 
after admitting perverting the course 
of justice.

Jail after dogs filmed 
attacking caged fox

Ready for business festival 


A MAN who filmed two dogs 
attacking a caged fox in his 
back garden has been jailed 
for 22 weeks. 

John Gough, from Brierley Hill, 
was banned from keeping animals 
for life after the ‘horrific’ footage 
was discovered on his phone. 

At Birmingham Magistrates Court, 
Gough pleaded guilty to causing an 
animal fight between a dog and a fox, 
causing unnecessary suffering to a 
captive fox, and causing unnecessary 
suffering to a black terrier type dog. 
He denied a further charge of wilfully 
killing, injuring or taking a badger 
back in February 2017, which was 
later dropped. He had been caught by 
the police and the RSPCA. 

Distressed 

The court heard how Gough used 
his mobile phone to video two dogs at¬ 
tacking a fox which had been trapped 
in a cage. He could be heard on the 
video encouraging the dogs to attack. 

In another video clip the distressed 
animal is out of the cage and the dogs 
are seen to carry on the attack. Both 
incidents are said to have taken place 
at Gough’s home address in Byron 
Street on or about May 16. It is not 
known what happened to the fox. 

Officers searched Gough’s home 
and seized his phone, finding the video 
showing the fox attack along with 
still images. A fox trap was also found 
along with equipment used when put¬ 
ting terriers down holes in the ground. 

In his vehicle officers discovered two 
fox tails, a terrier box and shovels. 

An officer from the RSPCA’s Special 
Operations Unit, who investigated the 
case, said: “This was premeditated an¬ 
imal cruelty and both the fox and dog 
clearly suffered.”

Homes plan 
fears lead 
to calls for 
site visit 


PLANNING chiefs will visit the site of a con¬ 
troversial homes development before decid¬ 
ing whether to rubber-stamp the scheme. 

Dudley Council’s development control committee 
voted for a site visit at the land near to Dibdale Road 
and Salop Street, where 18 homes could be built. 

Councillors were recommended to approve the proposals 


despite mounting opposition 
from concerned residents. 

Patrick Timmins, repre¬ 
senting opposition residents 
and business Blake’s Sheds, 
said: “This is simply the 
wrong development in the 
wrong place. 

Concern 

“If this development is 
given the go-ahead, it will 
turn a quiet backwater into 
a major thoroughfare.” 

Mr Timmins said a major 
concern was vehicle access 
from Salop Street used by 
Blake’s Sheds’ articulated 
lorries to turn. 

He said: “We are con¬ 
cerned that if this devel¬ 
opment gets the go-ahead, 
with increased numbers of 
residents living there, the 
proposed turning circle is 
totally inadequate given the

size of the lorries. It’s an ac¬ 
cident waiting to happen.” 

He added Blake’s Sheds 
would suffer, with fears re¬ 
duced access to the business 
will impact trade and put 
the company’s team of eight 
at risk of job losses. 

A total of 14 one-bed- 
room and four two-bedroom 
apartments will be con¬ 
structed on the vacant site, 
near Papa Johns takeaway. 
Applicant Scott Brown said 
25 per cent would be af¬ 
fordable housing, with 75 
per cent available for those 
using Help to Buy schemes. 

He said proposals were ‘in 
line’ with development pol¬ 
icies, adding: “This land is 
not public open space. This 
is appropriate for residential 
development.”

Foundry jobs boost 
in £10m investment 

A NEW foundry is being built in Tipton as part of a £10 
million investment by Dudley-based Thomas Dudley 
Group. 

It is thought to be the first major foundry to be developed 
in the Black Country for many years and will mean a size¬ 
able jobs boost for the area. 

It is being constructed alongside an existing foundry on 
the Thomas Dudley Foundry site at Vaughan Trading Es¬ 
tate, Sedgley Road East. A new moulding line has just been 
installed at the former Duport Foundry site, which was 
bought by the group in 2014. 

The Tipton foundry and the 84-year-old castings foundry 
at the main Thomas Dudley site in Birmingham New Road 
were brought together as the Thomas Dudley Foundry di¬ 
vision at the start of the year. Work on the new state-of- 
the-art foundry began last month.

ness cause that she has never missed 
a class - even when it snowed. 

She has also helped to raise

awarded a British Empire Medal. 

“I think we’ve covered most chari¬ 
ties,” she said. “It was not just me, it 
was my group as well. I’ve got a good 
group of ladies. 

“I had been nominated by mem¬ 
bers of the class and I said I would ac¬ 


cept the medal on behalf of my class 
because I didn’t do it alone.” 

“I’ve got about 80 retirement cards 
and letters from people that don’t 
want me to retire, but after 46 years 
I feel I want a bit of time for me be¬ 
cause it’s taken up an awful lot of my 
time. 

“It was a big decision. Now I’m 
going to wind down and do what I 
want to do.”

Teenage team-mates in 
attack on rival footballer 


TWO Sunday League footballers 
involved in an attack on an op¬ 
position player have been spared 
immediate detention. 

Jahn Chohan and Morgan McKen- 
sie deliberately targeted 17-year-old 
Lewis Owen with just minutes to go 
as their team - Perry woods United - 
were being beaten 5-2 by Kewford Ea¬ 
gles, of Kingswinford at Hadley Stadi¬ 
um, Smethwick, in a Sunday League 
clash on November 20, 2016, Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court heard. 

The victim had two teeth driven into his 
gum and was stamped on. He now faces op¬ 
erations to replace two or three of his teeth 
at £2,000-a-time, said Mr Charles Hamer, 
prosecuting. 

The defendants, 17 at the time, but 
now both 19, claimed that each acted in 
over-zealous self-defence but were each 
convicted of violent disorder after a trial. A 
third defendant was acquitted. 

Mistake 

Mr Simon Phillips, defending Chohan, 
who was of previous good character, in¬ 
sisted: “He did not start this incident. He 
did not throw the first punch. 

’’This was a spur of the moment incident 
and completely out of character. He made 
a very huge mistake but this happened al¬ 
most two years ago. He has done a lot of 
growing up since then.” 

Mr Charles Cronin, representing McKen- 
sie, also with no previous conviction, said: 
“There was some confusion as to what actu¬ 
ally led to this incident starting but it was 
not premeditated.” 

Chohan from Greenhill Road, and 
McKensie of St Kenelms Avenue, both 
Halesowen were each given nine months 
detention at a Young Offenders Institution, 
suspended for 18 months, 150 hours unpaid 
work and £2,000 compensation order.

There’s a certain deadlock between car 
manufacturers and governments at the 
moment regarding the supposed fuel of the 
future, hydrogen. 

While plenty of manufacturers are poised 
to release fuel-cell vehicles, they’re reluctant 
to do so with no real refuelling infrastructure 
in place - and governments are unlikely to 
invest in hydrogen stations with so few cars 
around to use them. It’s fallen to Hyundai to 
plough forward with the Nexo - the successor 
to its ix35 Fuel Cell and soon to be the Toyota 
Mirai’s only hydrogen-powered rival in the UK. 

The Nexo is all new, from its futuristic 
powertrain to the concept car-esque styling. 
While the ix35 Fuel Cell was based on the 
existing ix35 SUV, the Nexo is its own model. 

Hyundai aims to sell a few thousand Nexos 
a year in markets across the world, hopefully 
spurring on the development of a hydrogen 
infrastructure and providing a long-distance, 
quick-refuelling alternative to pure-electric 
vehicles. 

It debuts some key new tech for Hyundai, 
including a new 12.3-inch infotainment 
display, driver-assistance features such as a 
blind-spot view monitor and lane-follow assist. 

Under the hood sits a hydrogen fuel 
cell stack, which takes its juice from three 
hydrogen tanks mounted fore and aft of the 
rear axle. There’s an electric motor and small 
battery pack too, but for most of the time 
the car is driven by the fuel cell. There are a 
number of benefits to this. First of all there’s 
refuelling, which takes just a few minutes 
compared with the several hours you’ll wait 
for an electric car to charge. A full-tanked 
Nexo is capable of a theoretical 497 miles,

too - more than any EV currently available. 

The only emission from the Nexo is water, and 
particulate filters mean the car purifies the air 
around it as it drives. 

The Nexo’s peak output is 161bhp, delivered 
in the typical electric car way. That is to say, 
it’s torquey, quick and smooth off the line, but 
power soon tails off and the Nexo isn’t the 
most responsive car on the motorway. 

The Nexo is a heavy car and that weight is 
noticeable in the corners, where it isn’t exactly 
a sports car. That’s no real criticism, as buyers 
won’t be looking for groundbreaking handling 
prowess, but they might be disappointed 
by a slightly sharp-edged ride over rougher 
surfaces. 

It’s a refined cruiser, though, with some 
clever aerodynamic touches on the slippery 
body reducing wind noise. It’s also atech-fest, 
with Hyundai’s semi-autonomous systems 
making life just that little bit easier. Lane-follow 
assist - a combination of radar-guided cruise 
control and lane-keeping functions - works 


brilliantly, keeping the car steadier than most 
rival systems. There’s also an innovative 
blind spot monitoring system, which displays 
a camera feed of the car’s blind spot in the 
instrument cluster when you indicate. It will 
also park itself while you’re outside it. 

The Hyundai Nexo looks every bit the 
futuristic SUV and remains remarkably true 
to its concept. The glamorous touches don’t 
seem contrived or compromised, though, 
and the result is a slick-looking crossover with 
some really interesting design details. 

The full-width LED light bar across the front 
gives an eye-catching signature, especially in 
the dark, while glittery tail lights give a similar 
effect at the rear. The streamlined alloy wheels 


are less successful and look a little cheap, but 
the sides of the car are brought back up to par 
with sleek hidden door handles. 

Overall, the effect is close enough to a 
standard crossover that it won’t alienate buyers 
who don’t like to stand out, but there’s enough 
visual interest to satisfy most. 

This is one of the most premium Hyundai 
interiors yet, and there’s a very ‘Lexus’ feel 
to the high-set centre console. However, it’s 
dotted with a rash of cheap-feeling buttons 
and decked out in the sort of silver plastic 
you’d find on an early 2000s Mercedes SLK. 
Very appealing to the North American market; 
less so to Europeans. 

There’s plenty of room on offer, though, with 


a 461-litre boot, decent rear legroom and good 
storage for oddments in and around the cabin. 

What can’t be argued with is the tech on offer 
in the Nexo. There’s a digital instrument display 
and widescreen infotainment unit that works 
rather well, the aforementioned safety and 
driver aids, climate control, heated and cooled 
seats, LED lights front and rear and a powered 
tailgate. 

However, you’d expect all this from such an 
expensive car. Hydrogen tech is in its infancy 
and as such can’t be offered at the same 
price as electric rivals. We’d expect to see the 
Hyundai to be priced near £60,000, dipping 
to around £55,000 when the government’s 
electric car grant is taken into account.

Updated Fabia to 
start from £12,840 

Skoda has announced pricing and specifications 
for the latest update to its Fabia supermini. The 
range kicks off from just £12,840 for a model in S 
trim, fitted with the 74bhp 1.0-litre petrol engine. 

That starting price undercuts its sister car, the 
Volkswagen Polo by £1,395 - and that’s for a VW fitted 
with the lesser-powered 59bhp engine. 

The latest Fabia comes with a suite of new safety kit 
plus improved connectivity, as well as Skoda’s latest 
‘Simply Clever’ touches. 

The range kicks off with the naturally aspirated, 
1.0-litre engine with 74bhp. It’s capable of 0-60mph in 
a rather lengthy 14.7 seconds, but Skoda claims a fuel 
consumption of nearly 59mpg and C02 emissions of 
1 lOg/km. 

Moving up the range there are two turbocharged 
petrols with 94bhp or 108bhp. It’s the latter that’s the 
only car available with an automatic gearbox, which 
is an option above the standard six-speed manual. 

The two lower-powered cars get five-speed manual 
gearboxes. Fuel consumption tops out at 61mpg, with 
the 94bhp model boasting the lowest C02 emissions 
of just 104g/km. 

Trim levels start with basic S, which still gains 
autonomous emergency braking, LED daytime running 
lights and atrip computer. 

SEtrim, from £14,115 gains front foglights plus 15- 
inch alloy wheels, while stylish Colour Edition adds 
16-inch wheels and unique paint finishes for its £14,665 
starting price. 

Top-spec SE L is priced from £15,205 brings serious 
big-car equipment, including standard sat-nav and 
connected services. The top of the range Monte Carlo 
is the luxurious option in the range though, with climate 
control air-conditioning, LED lights, rear electric 
windows and black trim. It costs from £16,785. 

All but Colour Edition models are available as an 
Estate. This adds £1,020 onto the base price of the S 
model. 

What's the coolest car 
on the school run?

The arrival of any new performance Renault is an 
exciting thing, but here’s a new car from the French 
manufacturer to really get the pulses of petrolheads 
racing - the Megane R.S. 

A reimagined version of an iconic hot-hatch, this latest 
R.S. packs a new turbocharged engine as well as a range 
of mechanical touches designed to make it as exciting 
to drive as possible. It has some capable rivals to go up 
against though, which is why we’ve headed out to our 
favourite routes to see what this new Megane R.S. can 
really do. 

There’s a lot to talk about with the new Megane R.S. 
There’s that new engine - though we’ll look at this in more 
depth further on - along with a four-wheel-steering system 
designed to give the car better agility and stability both 
on road and track. Our test car also comes with the Cup 
Chassis pack-this incorporates a limited slip differential, 
stiffer springs and dampers along with an anti-roll bar - as 
well as some all-important red brake calipers. 

Flexible 

The Megane R.S. uses a 1.8-litre turbocharged petrol 
engine which here produces 276bhp and 390Nm of 
torque. It shares this powerplant with the Alpine A110 
sports car, in fact, and it’s a flexible unit indeed thanks to 
a decent amount of low-down punch. It’s driven through 
either a dual-clutch automatic gearbox or, in our test car’s 
case, a six-speed manual. 

It’ll crack 60mph in 5.6 seconds, and continue 
onwards to a top speed of 158mph. As a result of the 
turbocharging, the R.S. can return relatively good 
economy figures too - Renault claims 39.2mpg on the 
combined cycle, while emissions are reasonable at 
163g/km C02. It’s a good balance between genuine 
performance and economy, which is just what you want 
from a useable daily hot hatch. 

The first thing you notice about the way the Megane 
R.S. drives comes as a result of the inclusion of that four- 
wheel-steering. When you’re attacking a bend, there’s a 
sensation that the car is tightening in on itself. 

It’s unnerving to begin with, but once you’re used to it 
it gives you the confidence to come into bends quicker 
than you may have initially thought. It also gives the car a 
lot of agility in day-to-day driving, such as when exiting a 
roundabout or even just turning out of tighter junctions. 
Whereas in Sport mode this is limited to usage up to 
around 30mph, in Race mode this is around 60mph. 

The only real issue lies with the Cup chassis. It’s brilliant, 


minimising body roll while giving the Megane an overall 
feeling of alertness, but the by-product is a general 
unsettled feeling - the car has a tendency to be dragged 
by ruts in the road, and you seem to be fighting the 
steering at times to make it go in a straight line. 

We think the Megane R.S. looks excellent, particularly 
in the ‘Volcanic Orange’ of our test car. The widened 
rear track looks particularly purposeful, while the variety 
of inlets and vents really do help to give the car a lot of 
presence. Our test car also came with intricate 19-inch 
‘Interlagos’ alloy wheels, which complement the extended 
arches well. 

It’s an excellent compromise between understated looks 
and the over-the-top styling that we’ve come to expect 
from hot hatches - Honda Civic Type R, we’re looking at 
you. 

The Megane’s cabin benefits from a smattering of what 
we’d call ‘sporty’ touches; there’s the obligatory bolstered 
bucket seats, alongside an Alcantara-trimmed steering 
wheel which is refreshingly circular when compared to 
the popular flattened-off style. Is it lacking in that ‘wow’ 
factor that we’d hope for from a hot hatch? Perhaps. 

But everything is well positioned, and the general seat 
position is spot-on, with plenty in the way of adjustment. 

There’s even 384 litres of boot space to play with, which 
is more than you’ll find in the Volkswagen Golf. This can 


be extended to 1,247 litres by folding down the rear seats, 
too. 

As standard, the R.S. gets a good degree of standard 
equipment. There’s Renault’s latest R-LINK2 infotainment 
system, which is accessed via a seven-inch touchscreen 
that dominates the centre of the cabin. The four-wheel- 
steer system is included as standard, as is a regular sport 
chassis. 

However, our car featured a variety of optional extras. 
The Cup Chassis Pack, for instance, costs £1,500, while 
that out-there paintwork commanded £1,300. A larger 
8.7-inch centre touchscreen comes with a £300 premium, 
while the upgraded Bose sound system - which is 
excellent - requires a further £800. All in, our test car came 
to £34,345, a considerable hike over the £27,495 base 
price. Keener drivers will no doubt see the addition of the 
Cup Pack as a must-have, and we’d have to agree too. 

The Renault Megane R.S. is an exceptionally 
accomplished hot hatch, and one that feels perfectly 
suited to the UK’s country roads. Though the new four- 
wheel-steer system takes a little getting used to, it enables 
the Megane to deliver a truly sharp driving experience. 

The car’s negative is its need to be driven towards the 
upper reaches in order to get the best from it - at lower 
speeds it feels just a little too firm. However, commit to the 
car and it’ll reward you time and time again.

Used car market is in good health 


Britain’s used car market held 
strong in 2018’s second quarter, 
with sales down by a marginal 
0.4 per cent, according to figures 
released today by the Society of 
Motor Manufacturers and Traders 
(SMMT). 

A total of 2,093,429 vehicles 
changed hands, just 8,725 fewer than 
the same three months in 2017. 

Superminis remained the most 
popular segment, despite a 2.6 per 
cent decline. They accounted for a 
third of the market (32.6 per cent) and 
were followed by small and medium¬ 
sized family cars. 

SUVs and executive models 
experienced the biggest growth, with 
demand up 10.7 per cent and 3.9 per 
cent respectively. 

The popularity of diesel cars grew 
3.2 per cent, with some 868,573 used 
buyers driving one home in the period, 
while transactions involving petrol- 
powered vehicles fell by 3.3 per cent. 

Meanwhile, demand for hybrid, plug¬ 
in hybrid and fully electric vehicles 
grew by more than a quarter, with 
some 26,832 changing hands - 5,417 


more than a year ago. Elsewhere, 
trends closely followed the new car 
market, with black the UK’s most 
popular used car colour for a second 
consecutive quarter and silver and 
blue taking second and third places. 
Demand for white cars grew fastest, 
up 9.8 per cent, followed by orange, 
up 9.1 percent. 

Meanwhile, green and maroon 
lost most favour among buyers, 
falling 14.6 per cent and 9.6 per cent 
respectively. 

Mike Hawes, SMMT chief executive, 
said: “It’s great to see the used car 
sector remain in robust health as 
motorists take advantage of the 
exciting high-tech models filtering 
down from the new sector - including 
some of the latest low-emission diesel 
and alternatively-fuelled vehicles. 

“However, with used sales so closely 
reflecting the new car market, some 
cooling is expected over the coming 
months. Given fleet renewal is the 
fastest way to improve air quality 
and reduce C02, we need greater 
business and consumer confidence to 
keep both markets moving.”

Archer raises his bat to 
a half-century of service 


NICK ARCHER celebrated countless 
half-centuries during his playing days - 
but it’s doubtful any gave him as much 
pride as his latest one. 

The bat, pads and gloves may have been dis¬ 
carded a few years ago but that hasn’t stopped 
the former Walsall and Staffordshire batsman 
chalking up another milestone. 

Archer, 62, is currently enjoying his 50th season 
of Birmingham League cricket as player and admin¬ 
istrator. On the field, he enjoyed a stunning period 
of success with the all-conquering Walsall side of the 
80s and 90s. He won the Birmingham League title 
nine times skippering the side for five of those and a 
National Knockout success at Lord’s in 1996. 

Meanwhile Staffordshire, under the guidance of 
Archer, were the strongest Minor County side in the 
country at that time. 

And when he decided to end his playing days, he 
took the lead role for the league by becoming general 
manager in 1999. It’s a position he still fills today as 
the league gets set for the biggest shake-up in club 
cricket in 20 years. 

Shake-up 

It all began for Archer as a 13-year-old when he 
made his debut for Walsall’s second team in 1969. 
But, at the time, cricket wasn’t his number one sport, 
rugby was - and he wasn’t bad at that either! 

“I first played in 1969, in the second XI when I was 
13 against Moseley. I batted number 10 and I got 
nought not out,” recalls Archer. “I can’t remember 
the exact circumstances why I played, but I started to 
play more regularly the following year. 

“But I only ever played half-seasons until I was 18 
because I went to Queen Mary’s School in Walsall 
and they scheduled fixtures on a Saturday afternoon. 
I played in the first team for the first time in 1971. 
Then I played a few more in 1972 when we won the 
league.” 

The following year saw Archer play regularly for 
the first team. His promise earned him a call for 
Staffordshire and also attracted the attention of the 
first class counties. But the oval ball still came out

on top, and there were no thoughts of becoming a 
professional cricketer. “In 1975 I went to Lougbor- 
ough University. I also played rugby for them, so that 
also curtailed my cricket a bit,” he added. “In 1974, 
I didn’t play at all because I was picked to go on tour 
with the England under-19 rugby team. 

“That was a bit of a watershed year for me cricket 
wise, because at that time I’d had invitations to play 
for a couple of county second XIs but I couldn’t fulfil 
them in. Cricket was very much a second sport, really, 
until the early 80s.” 

As a fly-half or full-back he played for Moseley who, 
with the game an amateur sport, played in the coun¬ 
try’s top division. 

“Looking back, cricket wise, and at what I eventu¬ 
ally did with Minor Counties and Walsall, I have no 
regrets whatsoever.” 

Archer also enjoyed a successful career outside of 
cricket, in advertising and marketing, that eventually 
saw him run David Archer Associates, a company set 
up by his father. And while business was going well, 
the cricket was going even better as Walsall ruled the 
roost locally and Staffordshire nationally. “I won the 
title nine times as a player and I was skipper for five 
of those,” he said. 

“The 90s was a big era of success. We won the title 
in 92, 94, 96, 99 and also beat Chorley in the National 
KO at Lord’s in 96. It was very enjoyable at the time 
to play in a very good side and to be a major cog in 
it, both as captain and as a player. It was a very, very 
strong side and the fact that we won National Knock¬ 
out in 1996 while our first, second and third teams 


all won their leagues, we had a very reasonable claim 
to be the strongest club in the country at that time.” 

Archer played a key role as he accumulated nearly 
11,000 top flight Birmingham League runs - a Wal¬ 
sall record. He claimed a unique double in 1989 as he 
finished top of the league and Minor Counties batting 
averages. 

He also led Staffordshire out there in 91, 92 and 93, 
missing out on three successive Minor County Cham¬ 
pionship and KO doubles when they lost to Devon in 
92. But he has played against some of the world’s best 
down the years, and two encounters with West Indies 
fast bowlers Sylvester Clarke and Malcolm Marshall 
while on duty with Staffs stand out. 

“I opened with Steve Dean for Staffs against Sur¬ 
rey. Deany used to run to the wicket to make sure he 
took the first ball and I was quite happy to let him do 
it with Clarke bowling. 

Opening 

“We ran a three off the first ball. Clarke’s opening 
spell was six overs and I faced five overs and five balls 
of of it! I ended up scoring 45 as a makeshift opener 
with Dickie Bird umpiring, which was an experience 
in itself. 

Taking the various Test match players he crossed 
swords with out of the equation, three players stand 
out for Archer during his playing days. 

“The two outstanding batters for me were Steve 
Dean and Roy Virgin at Walsall,” he adds. “Roy came 
to Walsall straight from county cricket and he was 
a real gnarled ex-pro. He taught more about batting 
than anyone else. Ability wise, Deany was as good a 
batsman as I have ever played with and Keith Ar¬ 
nold was the best bowler I played with. They played 
in same team for nine to 10 years which was the bed¬ 
rock of our success.” 

Archer decided to call time on his league career 
when the league came calling with the offer of a gen¬ 
eral manger role. 

He helped smooth the league’s expansion that saw 
promotion and relegation introduced and eventually 
saw it go from one division to four. 

Now he is ready to oversee another revamp that 
will see the league cut to two divisions next season.
